An emotional Knowlton said these current issues 
place BYU’s future accreditation in jeopardy. His 
opinion stems from a conversation a friend of his had 
with Northwestern Accreditation. Knowlton said his 
friend spoke about situations at BYU and asked hypo- 
thetically what this could do to a university. 

“The official said it would have a serious effect on 
the university's accreditation.” 

At the same time, Knowlton said he admires BYU 
because “it combines faith and intellect.” 

“But, faith untempered by intellect is a vice. I wish 
you could hear the crisis of faith that roams through 
this campus,” Knowlton said. 

BYU professor Tomi-Ann Roberts, who has recently 


‘resigned, represented Cecilia Farr in Wednesday’s 


forum. Roberts said she resigned for what she calls 
lack of academic freedom at BYU. 

“T left because of the trouble I got on a day-to-day 
basis from my colleagues, not just the administra- 
tion,” Roberts said. “I never had any problems with 
my students during my time at the Y.” 

History professor Martha Bradley said these women 
(referring to Farr and Roberts) were hired with the 
hopes “they would be good and quiet and fit in ... but 
they didn’t.” 

She said women like Farr have proven that you can 
“be a feminist and a mother; do laundry and write 
books; quilt and win honors.” 

One student at the meeting, who wished to remain 
anonymous, said “I don’t know why these professors 
continue to complain. If they don’t want to be here 
why don’t they just go to another university.”

Farr, Knowlton 
officially appeal 


Disgruntled faculty 
start 5-step process

Cecilia Konchar Farr and David Knowlton have offi- 
cially appealed BYU’s decision to deny them further 
employment. | 

The written appeals were both in BYU’s possession 
Wednesday, said Margaret Smoot, BYU spokesperson. 

If the five-step appeals process does not result in a 
change of their status, Farr and Knowlton will have to 
leave the University by next summer — unless they 
file a lawsuit, which both said they might do should 
their appeals fail. 

Three other faculty of the 50 up for review were let 
go, but they have not sought publicity. 

While Farr and Knowlton have been the subject of 
protests on their behalf, BYU officials said Wednesday 


‘they are unable to match each accusation with a 


response because of the legal ramifications. 
“There are limitations to what we can say pending 
the appeal,” said Rex E. Lee, president of the 


University. 


Farr and Knowlton have been controversial figures 
while at BYU -— Farr for her outspoken feminist. and 
pro-choice views and Knowlton for publishing in 
Sunstone and presentations given at Sunstone 
Symposia, which BYU’s owner, The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, has asked members to 
avoid. 

Farr and Knowlton are both members of the LDS 
Church. 

They claim their ability as teachers meets BYU’s cri- 
teria and they are being purged for the controversy 
they have engendered. BYU officials say they cannot 
and will not argue the appeals in the media. 

“It is my understanding that the two individuals 
most associated with the situation have issued state- 
ments,” Smoot said. “I wish to let the appeals process 
continue as is usually done.” 

“It would be detrimental to do otherwise,” she said. 

President Lee said such actions would be unethical 
on the University’s part. 

But Smoot did release a campus memorandum sent 
to full-time faculty June 11. Written by Associate 
Academic Vice President Clayne L. Pope, who super- 
vised the third-year review process, the page-long 
memo outlines the well-established procedure’s thor- 
oughness and fairness. 

Farr and Knowlton were denied candidacy for contin- 
uing status after their cases were reviewed first by a 
committee of colleagues in their department — 
English in Farr’s case, Anthropology in Knowlton’s — 
as well as by their department chairs, a committee of 
faculty at the college level and their college dean.

“T think it’s very important to 
establish a forum for students to 
express their views,” Mouritsen 
said. “It’s very valuable.” 

“I think they handled themselves 
well,” she said. 

BYU spokesperson. Margaret 
Smoot said the protestors obtained 
a public-expression permit from the 
University and felt the experience 
was good for the protestors and the 
University alike. 

BYU public-expression policy 
states that BYU encourages 
responsible non-disruptive public 
expressions as part of its intellectu- 
al climate.

Christiansen said the protestors 
want to know -the real reason 
behind the outcome of the faculty 
review. 

“This is a plea for the administra- 
tion to clear things up,” she said.

No tampering at plant, Pepsi says 


Responding to reports of syringes and needlrs being found in Pepsi 
cans, Pepsi Cola’s U.S. chief said today it was virtually impossible for 
any tampering to have occurred at bottling plants. 

The Food and Drug Administration said Tuesday it was investigating 
whether the tampering complaints were valid. At least one person has 
been arrested on a charge of making a false report; he was accused of 
taking a needle to a hospital and claiming he found it in a Diet Pepsi 
can. 

People in more than 20 states have reported finding syringes and hypo- 
dermic needles in Pepsi cans over the last week, according to police and 
media reports. 

Pepsi’s North American division president and chief executive Craig 
Weatherup, appearing on all three television networks this morning, 
was asked whether he was positive that tampering had not occurred in 

‘ the plants. 

“T can’t give you a 100 percent guarantee, but I would assure you it is 
99.99 percent assured that nothing is happening in the facilities them- 
selves, in the plants. It’s literally, physically impossible,” he said on 
NBC’s “Today” show. 

Pepsi’s plants churn out 30 million cans a day, he said. 


Clinton committed to Somailia relief 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton declared his commitment to 
Somali relief Wednesday despite renewed violence. Pentagon officials 
said a four-ship Marine contingent could be off Somalia by Saturday. 

“The fundamental mission of the United Nations in Somalia has not 
changed and I still believe it’s a very important one,” Clinton said. 

He added that it was not for him “to exonerate or to condemn” 
Pakistani members of a U.N. peacekeeping force who shot and killed 
Somali civilians on Sunday, one week after Pakistanis were killed in an 
ambush.” : 

Asked if the humanitarian mission was turning into a problem for the 
United States, Clinton said, “The issue is whether the Pakistani soldiers 
and that’s for the United Nations to resolve. And I’m sure that it 
will.” 


Democratic senators agree on tax hike 


WASHINGTON — Senate Democratic tax writers agreed Wednesday 
on higher taxes on motor fuels, the well-to-do and many Social Security 
recipients as part of a deficit-reduction plan that backs away from ele- 
ments of President Clinton’s proposal. 

Senators declined to give details of the higher fuels tax, although aides 
ae the final debate had centered on an increase of 4 to 4.5 cents a gal- 
on. 

“I think we’ve got a good approach,” Sen. Max Baucus, D-Mont., told 
reporters in disclosing final agreement on the plan. He said Clinton had 
called earlier in the day “saying, ‘Wrap this up today’ and we are.” 

The agreement was reached by the 11 Democrats on the Senate 
Finance Committee, including three who had expressed deep reserva- 
tions about higher energy taxes. Chairman Daniel Patrick Moynihan, D- 
N.Y., was preparing to present the completed plan to the 56-member 
Senate Democratic Caucus.

Drug center 
not welcome 
in Provo area

Angry and frustrated residents 
from southeast Provo spoke out 
against government facilities in 
their neighborhoods Wednesday, in 
what became a very volatile and 
emotional Utah County 
Commission meeting: 

Approximately 60 people, includ- 
ing young children, attended the 
work session to voice opposition to 
the proposed lease of property at'75 
S. 200 East for a substance abuse 
center. 

“We don’t want anymore,” said 
Stewart Hughes. “Every time we 
see one of these facilities coming in, 
we're going to let you know how we 
feel.” 

County officials attempted to 
explain that the center would not 
be for hardened criminals or drug 
addicts, but for first-time substance 
offenders from the ages of 14 to 21. 

Participants in the program will 
attend classes over a two-week 
period for education and need 
assessment and will be accompa- 
nied by a parent, unless they are 
18-years-old or older. Maximum 
estimates predict 30 participants 
per week. 

“These kids are not a security 
issue,” said Patrick Fleming, sub 
stance abuse director. “I’m taking

Russian swimmer 
makes home at Y

For Irena Olevskaya, synchro- 
nized swimming has been her life 
for 11 years. Now, due to religious 
persecution in her homeland, the 
19-year-old Russian is making her 
home at BYU. 

In December 1992, Olevskaya and 
her parents left Moscow because of 
the country’s upheaval and reli- 
gious situation. 

“My parents and I are Jews,” 
Olevskaya said, “and we had a very 
hard time there because of this. My 
parents also wanted me to attend a 
university.” 

Olevskaya believes the changes in 
Russia are good and she supports 
Yeltsin. Yet she worries that the 
situation may soon be out of 
Yeltsin’s control. 

“T believe that Yeltsin is the only 
one who can lead now,” Olevskaya 
said. “He is the best thing for 

ussia.” 

Olevskaya started synchronized 
swimming at the age of eight in 
Moscow where she was a member 
of the best club in the country. 

“They have a huge program 
there,” Olevskaya said. “I competed 
with all the high level swimmers 
for many years.” 

While in Russia, Olevskaya 
belonged to the Moscow City Sport

Union, Moscow Selected Team and 
the Russian National Team. She 
placed first in the USSR Nationals 
in. 1988, 1989 and 1990. 

From Russia, the Olevskayas 
went to Australia where Iren 
decided to quit competing. : 

“It was my goal to be in the 
Olympics but I was tired and I 
wanted to quit when I got to 
Australia,” Olevskaya said. 


She changed her mind after the. 


Victorian State Team in Australia 
invited her to compete with them. 
She placed first. at the Australian 
Nationals in 1998. 

Last week, Olevskaya participat- 
ed in the Region X United States 
Synchronized Swimming Junior 
Olympic Championships in Salt 
Lake City. She finished first in fig- 
ures and took top honors in the solo 
competition. 

“She is a great performer,” said 
Dixie Fawson, chairman of Utah 
Synchro. “Irena is a newcomer to 
the U.S., but she has the talent to 
go far. She may even make the 
national team later on.” 

Olevskaya will travel to the 
Junior Olympic Nationals at the 
end of July to compete with the 
other regional winners for the 
national title. 

Olevskaya came to BYU in May 
to study business and she hopes to 
continue competing in the U.S.

Scheduled to open in November, 
the dance hall will provide enter- 
tainment for those 18-years-old 
and older. 

“Once completed, we want to have 

three separate dance floors in the 
building that would appeal to dif- 
ferent age groups,” said Drew 
Armstrong, entertainment manag- 
er and project developer. 
“Every weekend a few thousand 
college age students from Provo go 
to Salt Lake dance clubs,” he said. 
“We want to keep these people in 
Provo.” 

Currently, The Palace 
Entertainment Center is the only 
dance club in Provo for those 18- 
years-old and older. 

“We definitely don’t want to put 
the Palace out of business, but 
instead we want to work with 
them,” he said. “We think that 
there are enough interested people 
in Provo for two dance clubs.” 

“Provo needs another dance club. 
More clubs bring a variety of 
atmosphere to students; which 
mean an enhanced social life,” said 
Adriane Parry, 21, a junior major- 
ing in special education from 
Tempe, Ariz. “Salt Lake offers a 
different crowd which brings a 
diversity to the social scene.” 

“Provo’s local night club lacks the 
social spontaneity that occurs in 
Salt Lake dance clubs,” said Dan 
Anderson, 22, a sophomore major- 
ing in mechanical engineering from 
Boise, Idaho. “I hope it (Provo’s 
new dance hall) will have a lasting 
and positive impact on the city 
rather than just a passing fad.” 

Armstrong believes that the 
dance club will economically aid 
downtown Provo because it will 
attract many people to downtown 
that otherwise would not visit the 
area. 

“The dance club can be a positive 
addition to the downtown,” said 
Linda Walton, executive director 
for the Association of Involved 
Merchants. “Many college students 
don’t visit the downtown area, and 
this might give them more reason 
to.” : 

The planners of the dance hall are 
still considering names for the club. 
Armstrong assumes that a possible 
name for the club will be “The 
Factory.” 

After complete renovation and 
remodeling, which will cost approx- 
imately $800,000, the facility will 
hold 2,200 people. Because a Provo 
City ordinance limits the number 
of occupants in the building accord- 
ing to available parking, the facili- 
ty will accommodate 1,300 people.

offense at your characterizing them 
as vicious, hardened criminals.” 

Citizens made clear, however, 
that their anger and fear did not 
stem from this one facility, but 
from the numerous facilities 
already in the vicinity. 

Services for the Emotionally 
Stressed, the State Mental 
Hospital, the Alpine House, the 
Shelter for Abused Women and 
Children, Youth Services and other 
similar programs are currently 
housed in the area. 

“We’re not saying don’t do the 
program,” said Scott Hales, a citi- 
zen at the meeting. “We're just say- 
ing Utah County is a big area — 
Why do we have to have all the 
facilities?” 

County Commissioners stressed 
that the problem is largely a func- 
tion of Provo City zoning and not 
within their control. 

Although parking and loss of 
property value were cited as major 
concerns of the citizens, child and’ 
elderly safety were at the heart of 
the issue.
